Claims 5 and 6 were objected to in the Final Rejection mailed 10/20/2003. These claims would have been allowable if re-written in 
independent form containing all the limitations of the intervening claims. Althoug applicant has added the limitations of claim 5 into claim 
1 , and also claim 3 into claim 1 , claim 5 actually depends from claim 2 t and so claim 2 would also require inclusion into independent claim 
1 to place the claims in condition for allowance. Furthermore, without the limitations of claim 2 into claim 1 , antecedent basis objections 
would arise because claim 2 introduces the "output member". The changes to the claims require further search and/or consideration to 
determine the scope of the subject matter covered, and if allowable subject matter exists. 
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
